“I have hitch-hiked 2,500 miles, 
Mr, Fuller, to shake your hand— 
because I was gloriously converted 
last June 30, after listening to your 
message over the Old Fashioned 
Revival Hour. I was a desperately 
unhappy and very wicked man— 

Communist—a drunkard—but I 
wis sure born again that night 
and I have been happy in the serv- 
ice of the Lord ever since.” 


It was after an evening service 
in January, when Mr. Fuller had 
been speaking in a down-town 
church in Los Angeles. Most of 
the people who had come forward 
to greet him had gone, when he 
saw a man slowly approaching 
him — hat in hand — diffident in

Let me tell you something of the | 
story of Fred W. He was born in | 
Germany, and reared in a home 
where his mother was a praying 
Christian — a member of the 
Lutheran Church.

—a little later he began working 
in a communistic group, and con- 
tinued spreading this philosophy 
for 8 years —in Europe, Australia, 
China and Japan.

He 
made two trips to Russia, taking

_ faith?” The Saviour was grieved 


many, many times by the sin of 
unbelief. You and I believe that 


e a lost sinner sins terribly when he 


does not accept Jesus as Saviour. 
It is a wicked, moral perversion in 
the heart when a sinner does not 
accept Christ. It is sin not to trust 
Christ for salvation. Then why 
would not it be a sin for a Chris- 
tian not to have faith in God? We 
are commanded to have faith in 
God. It is a command of Jesus that 
we have faith in God. He said, 
“Have faith in God.” Now if it is 
a command, it must be a terrible 
sin not to have faith, for in He- 
brews 11:6 the Scripture says, 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please him.” It; is impossible to 
please God without faith. Without 
faith you can not enjoy your 
prayers, God can not give you 
what He wants to give you. You 
can not please God without faith. 
Lack: of faith is sin. Unbelief 
blocks the hand of God, stops the 
mercy of God, turns away the face 
of God, keeps you from having 
power and joy and help when you 
need it. It keeps you from being 
a soul winner. 


How To Get Faith: The Bible 


It is a sin not to have faith in 
God! Now if it is a sin not to have 
faith in God, evidently there must 
be some way that you could get 
faith if you went after it. There 
is. In the first place you get faith 
by the use of the Bible. The Scrip- 
ture says, “Faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the word of 
God” (Rom, 10:17). If you do not 
have faith in God you are not do- 
ing what you ought to do about 
the Scripture. There is something 
about the scriptures that puts faith 
in you, helps you believe in God. 
A man that does not believe the 
Bible is true, needs to read the 
Bible with an open mind. It has 
convinced many a man it is true, 
If one doés not believe one is saved 
by faith, he needs to read the Bi- 
ble. It proves salvation is, wholly 
by grace. Faith will grow if you 
read the Bible. In thé first Psalm 
it says of the blessed man that 
does certain s that “his de- 
igt Jain the. law of the Lord; and 
in his law. doth he meditate day 
and night. And he shall be like a 

ee planted by the rivers of wat- 
er, that bringeth forth his fruit in 


his season; his leaf also shall not 


wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
Shall prosper.’”’ If you want to have 
faith that will prosper, that will 
get results, and bear fruit, you 
need to take the Word of God and 
read it and meditate in it. You 
plow deep to make the ground 
bring forth food. When you dig 
in the Bible, it springs up faith 
in your heart. “Faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God.” If you will do what you 
ought to do about the Bible this 
year, reading it, meditating on the 
Bible, taking time for the Bible, 
letting it soak in, you will not 
sin about faith. 

David said, “Thy word have I 
hid in mine heart, that I might not 
sin against thee” (Psalm 119:11). 


* You won’t sin about faith if you 


read the Bible as you ought to.

where Paul said, “You ought to 
support the ministry.” He quoted 
Scripture from the Old Testament, 
“Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth 
of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn,’’ then Paul said, “Doth God 
take care for oxen?” (I Cor. 1:9). 
And my heart leaped within me as 
I thought, God does not care main- 
ly for oxen, but He cares for 
preachers who tread out corn for 
God. God says, “I want every 
preacher to have the muzzle taken 
off; I want you to see that he gets 
something to eat, and can go on 
with his work.” God says, ‘I will 
see that the muzzle is taken off. 
I will give him something to eat.” 
The Lord provided for oxen; thank 
God He can provide for preachers. 

The Bible will grow your faith. 
Read the Bible. If you read about 
Pentecost you will have faith for 
revivals. If you read about the 
widow’s cruse of oil (II Kings 4: 
1-7; I Kings 17:8-16), you will 
have faith for daily bread. If you 
read about King Hezekiah’s sick- 
ness and how the Lord gave him 
fifteen more years (Isa. 38), 
you will have faith to pray for 
sickness and healing, then you re- 
member about King Hezekiah, when 
Sennacherib’s army compassed the 
city to take it on the morrow. That 
night, after prayer, the death an- 
gel came and there were 185,000 
corpses the next morning (Isa. 37: 
36-38). Read that and you will be- 
lieve the Lord will take care of you 
if you say, “I will obey the com- 
mand, Have faith in God.” In 
reading the Bible you will find 
faith springing up to meet prom- 
ises of God. If it is all hearsay, 
all second-hand, you could not be- 
lieve it much. But if you read 
here that God says He promises 
you this, and this, and see where 
He dealt so faithfully and merci- 
fully with others, after awhile you 
have got to begin to believe in God. 


Grow Faith By Counting Blessings 


Then if a man wants to have 
faith in God, what else will he do? 


‘Count your blessings! You are not 


going to have the faith you ought 
to have unless you count your 
blessings. Faith springs up from 
counting your blessings. Did you 
remember after the feeding of the 
five thousand and after the feed- 
ing of the four thousand, then Je- 
sus said, “Beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees and of the Sad- 
ducees.” The disciples thought it 
was because they did not bring any 
bread, and Jesus rebuked them and 
said, “How is it that ye do not 
understand that I spake it not to 
you concerning bread, that ye 
should beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees?”’’ 
and “Do ye not yet understand, 
neither remember the five loaves 
of the five thousand, and how many 
baskets ye took up? Neither the 
seven loaves of the four thousand 
and how many baskets ye took 
up?” (Matt. 16:9, 10, 11). This is 
the point Jesus made there: “Come 
back and count your blessings, 
meditate on what I have done for 
you. Only believe I can do it now 
again and do not be worried about 
bread.” If I would meditate on the 
way God cared for me last week, 
I would believe that next week He 
could do it again! 

Do you mind if I tell this little 
interesting personal thing? There 
came up this week a sweet ex- 
perience. Came Monday and we 
did not save out grocery money. I 
have no regular salary, just offer- 
ings, and Sunday’s offerings desig- 
nated for me, we usually spend in 
two or three days. Mary Lloys, 
my daughter (with Mrs. Rice 
away), phoned and wanted to 
know if she could have fried po- 
tatoes for supper. She phoned 
back in a little bit and said, “Dad- 
dy, I’m in trouble. I put of the 
grease and got it Hot and peeled 
the potatoes and cut them up and 
fried some. I wanted to peel some 
more and there wasn’t any more 
potatoes!”’ I said, ““You are in bad 
shape. You go across to the.New 
Deal grocery store and ask him to 
let us have some potatoes (ten 
pounds) and a can of spinach and 
I will come by and pay for it.” I 
don’t remember what time that 
was. But they brought in the af- 
ternoon mail. I had not seen it, but 
I opened it and found fifty cents 
to use as I saw fit. What Mary 
Lioys got at the store cost forty- 
four cents. I went down there and 
paid them forty-four cents and had 
six cents left over. We have had 
God give us fifty dollars in answer

of Communism, there came to him 
a peculiar conviction, and he be- 
lieves that the Spirit of God be- 
gan to work in his heart then, in 
answer to his mother’s prayers. 


® Fred W. not only hated God, but 
he also hated all Christian work- 
.ers. One day Billy Sunday was 
preaching on the street in New 
York City, and as he tried to show 
the listening men the way of Sal- 
vation, Fred W., with hatred in his 
heart, hit Billy Sunday in the face 
and knocked him down. 


Leaving New York he came to 
‘Chicago, still seething with sa- 
tanic hatred, and with an unrest 
and unhappiness few of us can im- 
agine. One night as he passed a 
street-meeting of the Salvation 
Army, he kicked a hole in the big 
drum. Later he met Dr. Ironside, 
who talked to him about his soul, 
and he was ready to strike him, 
but did not do so. In 1935 he ex- 
pected to give a communistic ad- 
dress to several thousand persons 
in Madison Square in New York 
City — ridiculing religion and the 
“dumb nuts’’ who worshipped God. 
He was to be the second speaker, 
and as he stepped to the platform, 
and began speaking, some power 
seemed to come upon him, and he 
was unable to say a word. He was 
led from the platform, and though 
treated in the hospital and by sev- 
eral doctors, nothing was of help to 
him, and he remained speechless 
for about two years. 

With a heavy burden on his 
heart—and no rest or peace—still 
cursing God and all Christians, he 
came in 1938 to Rock Island, Ill. 
He was drinking heavily — but in 
his room in the evenings, he lis- 
tened often to his radio, and some- 
times heard Gospel messages and 
sweet Gospel music. He began to 
come under conviction. 

One night he came home drunk 
and went to sleep leaving the ra- 
dio on. When he awoke, the Old 
Fashioned Revival Hour was carry- 
ing its message of God’s love into 
his room by radio — and he lis- 
tened a while as Mr. Fuller was 
preaching. Soon he became so 
angry at hearing the Word of God, 
that he reached for a whiskey bot- 
tle and threw it at the radio, 
smashing the instrument to pieces. 
Coming under greater conviction of 
sin he hated himself and everyone 
else and continued drinking 
heavily. A little later he bought 
another radio. On a Sunday night 
about two weeks later he went to 
bed early, but could not sleep. His

room with several other men in a 
hotel in Los Angeles, Fred had his 
trousers stolen with $10 in the 
pocket (all the money he had) and 
also his shoes. For the next three 
nights he walked the streets, un- 
able to pay for a bed, but he 
praised the Lord because as he 
walked he could talk to other 
homeless men about Christ. In go- 
ing through one of the down-town 
tunnels he saw a drunk man stag- 
ger and fall. Going up to him, 
Fred lifted him, and helped him in- 
to the fresh air.

six months in answer to prayer, 
great amounts, but that fifty cents 
was better than fifty dollars!

God says, “I am taking 
care of you and looking after your 
family.’ Stop and count your bless- 
ings and see what God has done for 
you. 


Have faith in God. Why do you 
not tell what God has done for 
you? That is what David meant 
when he said, “Because he hath 
inclined his ear unto me, therefore 
I will call upon him as long as I 
live” (Psa. 116). David § said. 
“I go back and remember what He 
had done for me, the joy I had, the 
peace I had, the answers God gave, 
and say, ‘I am going to pray some 
more. I am going to ask Him for 
some more, He will hear me!

But this one argued with her that 
you have to wait until you get to 
Heaven before you can know, that 
if you fall into sins God may for- 
Sake you at any time. She said, 
“Thank God, I take HIS word for 
it. I would be willing to be the 
second woman that God went back 
on, but I am determined I will not 
be the first one! If He had gone 
back on a few others, I might have 
some fears, but I am determined 
I will not be the first one He for- 
sakes.” He is not going back on 
me, because He never did on any- 
body else. The more you have to 
do with some folks the more sure 
you are of them. The more you 
have to do with Jesus the more you 
can risk Him. Faith grows by try- 
ing God out. 

It is wonderful when people have 
confidence in you, because they 
know you. 

When I was a boy I remember 
one time going to a drug store 
owned by Neil Raborn at Dundee, 
Texas. I asked him if he would 
charge something to my dad. He 
said, ‘“Yes, we will charge half the 
store to William H. Rice, or all 
of it if he wants it.” He knew 
my dad! Is it not a wonderful 
thing about Jesus — the more you 
know Him, the more you can ab- 
solutely trust Him? 


If somebody here is not a Chris- 
tian, listen. One time there was a 
man converted when D. L. Moody 
preached and Moody told him, 
“Watch out, the devil will hit you 
about tomorrow morning and tell 
you you are not saved. You had 
better get a scripture you can hang 
on to. Take John 3:16.” But the 
devil did not wait until the next 


devil, I am. Here is John 3:16: 
‘For God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son 
that whosoever belicveth on Him 
should not perish but have ever- 
lasting life.’ So I am saved.” But the 
devil came along again and said, 
“You don’t know that the trans- 
lators translated that right. You 
can’t read Greek,” and the devil 
had him in a tight place. “You 
don’t know whether the promises 
are true or not,” and so far into 
the night he said, “I don’t know 
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not, but I am go to believe it 
and when I come to die I am going 
to say, ‘Lord, if I made a mistake 
it isn’t my mistake, it is the trans- 
lators’ mistake.” So he found peace 
and went to sleep. Do not worry 
about the translation, just trust 


Christ. No translator could eve 
make the Bible promise more than 
Jesus promised Himself. Trans- 
lators could not picture Jesus any 
better than He is, nor expect Him 
to answer prayer any more than 
He does it. I thank God He is 
worthy of all trust. The more you 
know Him, the more faith is go- 
ing to grow. Get acquainted well 
with Jesus and so “Have faith in 
God!” I would use what faith I 
have got. You can say, “God, I 
have got a little faith. I am going 


to use that. Help my unbelief.” 
Faith will grow if you go like you 
are, trusting God the best you can.
